1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in— 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection 
of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the 
United States was published under Article 21(2) (a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be 
deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) . 

2. Claims 1-5, 8 and 11-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being clearly anticipated by Aoki et al, U.S. pat. Appl. Pub. 
No. 2005/0004986. 

Per claims 1-4, Aoki discloses a system and method for 
sending content from a first application to a second application 
comprising: 

a) responsive to detecting a user input indicating a selection 
of the content (e.g., excel worksheet) for transfer to the 
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second application, copying the selection of the content to form 
copied content in a clipboard ( see page 4, par. 49-50 ) ; 

b) initiating a communication program (e.g., IM program) ( par . 
51 ) ; and 

c) automatically sending the copied content from the clipboard 
to the second application, i.e., when the remote user requests 
the copied content ( see page 5, par. 62 ) . 

Per claims 5 and 8, Aoki teaches using OS copy command to 
copy data into the clipboard ( see page 3, . par. 42 ) . 

Claims 11-20 are similar in scope as that of claims 1-10. 

3. Claims 1, 5-7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being clearly anticipated by Ong et al, U.S. pat. Appl . Pub. 
No. 2004/0257346. 

Per claims 1 and 9-10, Ong discloses a system and method 
for sending content from a first application to a second 
application comprising : 

a) responsive to detecting a user input indicating a selection 
of the content, capturing/copying the selection of the content 
to form captured/copied content ( see page 4, par. 56 ) ; 

b) presenting a graphical user interface to provide user's 
selection of a transfer type ( see par. 57-58 ) ; 
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c) automatically sending the copied content to the second 
application ( see page 8, par. 144 ) . 

Per claim 5, Ong teaches implementing the data capturing 
and transferring function within the OS shell ( see page 4, par. 
65) . 

Per claims 6-7, Ong teaches initiating execution of the 
second application (e.g., email client) by the data capturing 
process ( see page 8, par. 143 ) .
